Gambling Raiders Break 
Up Picnic at Boys’ Camp 


Father Maxwell and Another Man Arrested— 
Sheriff Reports Finding Slot Machines. 
and Dice Games. 


An outing at Father Maxwell's 
Camp for Boys in Jefferson County 
broke up unexpectedly yesterday 
when Sheriff Arch McKee, a dep- 
uty sheriff and a State trooper 
swooped down and raided the place 
in search of crapshooters. 

The 1500 picnickers became in- 


censed at the Sheriff's visit and 
retaliated by surrounding his auto- 
mobile and threatening violence. 

The Rev. Charles Maxwell, pas- 
tor of the Ave Maria Shrine, a 
Catholic church at Sixth and La 
Salle streets, and a man who iden- 
tified himself as Edward Wrinkle, 
were arrested on gambling charges. 

Statement by Sheriff. 

“We dropped in on the festivities 
about 4:30 in the afternoon,” McKee 
said, “on information that gambling 
was in progress, and the group 
was mighty inhospitable. When 
we drove up there was a good 
deal of activity under way. Slot 
machines were on two tables‘ and 
they seemed to be getting a nice 
play. We grabbed four machines, 
but some of the picnickers picked 
up another and took to their heels 
before we could catch them, 

“Two crap games were going. We 
lit in the middle of the biggest one 
and snatched up the stakes—$18.35 
—and when we looked around for 
the other it seemed to have disap- 
peared, 

“We loaded up our evidence, ‘ar- 
rested Father Maxwell and the man 
who appeared to be running the 


to Hillsboro. But the crowd began 
to get downright nasty. They got 
all around our car and on the run- 
ning boards and then let the air 
out of the tires and said they were 
going to raise a little hell. They 
looked ugly for awhile. But we 
started talking to them and they 
finally quieted down and we drove 
off.” 


Two Released on Bond. 

At Hillsboro, the county seat, 
which is about seven miles from 
the camp, Justice of the Peace N. 
C. Eaves issued a warrant charging 
Father Maxwell with permitting 
gambling on his property. Wrinkle 
was charged with gambling. 

“The case was set for Aug. 21,” 
McKee said. “Father Maxwell said 
he had to attend a Catholic con- 
ference of some sort and wouldn’t 
be back for about a month. Both 
men were released on bond.” 

McKee added that the picnic had 
been advertised in the community 
for several days. He believed no 
admission was charged. “Apparent- 
ly,” he said, “the whole idea was 
just to raise a little money for the 
camp, or something. Most all of the 
gamblers were adults; the boys 
were occupied in directing traffic 
and parking cars and so forth.” 

The camp consists of several 
cabins, community buildings and a 
swimming pool. It is operated py 
Father Maxwell for underprivileged 
St. Louis boys. An attendance fee 
of $9.50 a week, or $18 for two 
weeks, is charged, it was said today 
at the church.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
The Treasury, while cutting its 
price for foreign silver to the low- 
est it ever paid for bullion, appar- 
ently acted today to stabilize the 
world silver market. 

The Treasury cut its offer from 
36.75 cents an ounce Friday to 35 
cents today, but declined to fol- 
low the reduction which had 
brought the free silver et in 
Lendon down from o 38.84 
cents over the week end. 

Because it costs only a half cent 
an ounce to ship silver across the 
Atlantic, the Treasury action was 
expected not only to arrest the de- 
clining London price, but perhaps 
bring it up a little tomorrow. 

The 35-cents-an-ounce price was 
8 cents less than the Treasury paid 
for more than a year prior to June 
26, when the Senate voted to bar 
further foreign purchases. 


BOAT CAPTAIN ENTERS FLAMING

BRIELLE, N. J., July 10 (AP).— 
A fishing boat captain entered a 
flaming cabin to shut off the gaso- 
line lines when fire broke out 
aboard his craft yesterday 30 miles 
southeast of Manasquan Inlet. He 


saved the lives of his mate and six! 


passengers. 

Capt. Charles Van Note of Bay 
Head, skipper of the auxiliary 
schooner Alida, reported a short 
circuit ignited gasoline fumes in 
the cabin, resulting in an explo- 
sion that broke every window in 
the cabin and knocked the passen- 
gers to their !:nees. Fire followed. 

After cutting the flow of fuel, 
Capt. Van Note seized a fire ex- 
tinguisher and, with the aid . of 
others aboard, rut out the blaze. 

Howard Carver of Point Pleasant, 
mate of the Alida, was the most 
severely burned.

60 KILLED BY POWDER 
EXPLOSION IN SPAIN 


320 Injured — Village Near 
Salamanca Is Ordered 
Evacuated. 


PENARANDA DE BRACA- 
MONTE, Spain, July 10 (AP).—At- 
thorities of this village today or- 
dered its evacuation in order to 
speed recovery of bodies and clear- 


ing up of debris in the wake of a 
powder magazine explosion yester- 
day which officials said killed 8&6 
persons and injured 320. 

Most of the houses were blown 
to pieces by the blast, the cause of 
which was undetermined. Precau- 
tions were taken to prevent further 
casualties. 

Most of the villagers were taken 
to Salamanca, about 25 miles to the 
northwest, from where emergency 
help was rushed yesterday. 

The powder magazine was at- 
tached to a munitions factory. Fol- 
lowing the explosion fire spread ae- 
stroying many homes. 

A shortage of water and fire- 
fighting equipment hindered efforts 
to check the flames and a partial 
evacuation began immediately as 
villagers moved into outlying fields. 

The army organized first aid sta- 
tions and temporary shelters. Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco sent 2 
gift to start a relief fund and asked 
to be kept informed of all details 
of the tragedy. 


CHINA’S EX-PREMIER WANG

Men at Quarries Also Quit

About 140 cement finishers, la- 
borers and quarry workers in St. 
Louis and.900 laborers in East St. 
Louis joined the nationwide WPA 
strike today in protest against the 
new Federal regulation requiring a 
“ork month of 130 hours and 
scrapping union hourly wage 
scales. There were about 7500 on 
strike in the St. Louls area. 

The cement finishers and labor- 
ers, about 100 in number, em- 
ployed on. sidewalk projects, were 
the first large group to join the 
protest walkout in St. Louis. Thir- 
teen non-relief employes at a St. 
Louis County quarry quit work Fri- 
day. Forty-one workers employed 
in four St. Louis quarries, all de- 
scribed. as key men, joined the 
strike today. 

Recruiters in E. St. Louis. 

In East St. Louis the workers 
were persuaded to quit by a delega- 
tion of Washington Park strikers 
in 125 automobiles, who went from 
project to project. 
street and Broadway, the strike re- 
cruiters stood in .a line, facing 300 
men cleaning old bricks on a lot, 
and shouted, “Come on out.” The 
entire group quit working as the 
visitors applauded. 

In Lake Park, just outside Hast 
St. Louis, 300 quit voluntarily and 
39 were persuaded to leave. Thirty 
more joined the strike at Jones

ville avenue, Edgemont, also- quit 
work. At times the group of re- 
cruiters included about 700 persons. 

The Washington Park strikers 
assembled at Fortieth street and 
Waverly avenue at 7 o'clock this 
morning and set out in automobiles 
to visit the projects. Three  at- 
tempts Friday to get East St. Louis- 
ans to join the walkout failed, but 
Saturday night 500 East Side WPA 
workers voted unanimously to quit 
work. 

Order for Peaceful Picketing. 

Richard Callahan, president of 
the East St. Louis local of the 
Workers’ Alliance of America, told 
the group of strike recruiters this 
morning only peaceful picketing 
would be employed and no liquor 
or weapons would be tolerated. 
Strike headquarters was set up in 
an Office of the Workers’ Alliance 
in a dance hall at Tenth street and 
Rock road. 

At Thirty-ninth street and Van- 
dalia avenue, "airmont City, 19 
WPA laborers cleaning a drainage 
ditch were persuaded to quit work 
by the strike-promoting group. 
When the automobiles reached 
Lake Park, however, they were 
halted at the entrance by Walter 
Vincent, Chief of Police for the 
East St. Louis Park District, and 
three park policemen. 

Vincent told them if they crossed 
Lake drive there would be trouble 
“and all of you would go to Leaven- 
worth.” He refused to let them 
send a committee in to talk to 
the WPA employes in the park. 
Then Morris Cox and John Spencer 
slipped through in an automobile, 
unnoticed by the police, and per- 
suaded 20 men working on a bridge 
at Fifty-first street to join the 
strike. As Cox and Spencer started 
to walk across a bridge leading to 
a large island where 350 men were 
working on the grounds, they were 
stopped by two policemen and or- 
dered to leave the park.

RFC Would Handle Most

WASHINGTON, July, 10 (AP).— 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, introduced legis- 
lation today to carry out a new 
$2,800,000,000 lending program. 

The legislation was introduced 
shortly afterwards in the House, 
where Chairman Steagall (Dem.), 
Alabama, of the Banking Commit- 
tee, said his group expected to start 


hearings by the end of this week 
and to wind them up “in a day or 
two.” 

The legislation, sponsored by the 
administration, calls for the crea- 
tion of no new ‘Sovernmental 
agencies, and most of the financing 
would be handled through the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

Sums would be made available 
as follows: 

Non-Federal public works “of a 
character which will return to the 
Federal Government its investment 
in them, $350,000,000; self-liquidat- 
ing express post roads and high- 
way improvements, $750,000,000; 
rolling stock and ship equipment 
for lease to railroads, $500,000,000; 
rural electrification loans, $460,000,- 
000, plus $40,000,00 already appro- 
priated; self-liquidating farm ten- 
ancy loans; $50,000,000 plus not 
more than $100,000,000 of funds al- 
ready appropriated; loans through 
the Export-Import 


~ 


The total did not include an al- 
ready projected increase of $800,- 
000,000 in borrowing authority of 
the United States Housing Author- 
ity. 

P Seven-Year Maximum. 

The lending programs would con- 
tinue separately over periods run- 
ning to a maximum of seven years. 

President Roosevelt originally re- 
quested a $500,000,000 foreign lend- 
ing program, but this was cut to 
an additional $100,000,000 for the 
Export-Import Bank after congres- 
gional opposition developed. 

During the first year of the new 
programs, the following sums would 
be advanced: 

Non-Federal public works, $150,- 
000,000; express roads, $150,000,000; 
rail equipment, $100,000,000; rural 
electrification, $20,000,000; farm ten- 
ancy, $250,000,000. 

The money made available for 
non-Federal public works would be 
handled by the Commissioner of 
Public Works and the money for 
post roads would be administered 
by the Commissioner of Public 
Roads. ‘ 7 

The RFC would be in charge of 
the rail equipment program and the 
Rural Electification Administration 
would handle the money for en- 
largement of its program. The Agri- 
culture Department would be re- 
sponsible for the tenancy program. 

Barkley for Immediate Action. 

Barkley told reporters the Senate 
Banking Committee would consider 
the new measure Wednesday.

DANZIGERS ACCUSE 
POLISH TROOPS OF 
BORDER VIOLATION 


Nazi Officials Draft Pro- 
test Over Alleged Menac- 


ing of Customs Agents 
by Soldiers. 


HARBOR MUNITION 
DUMP A NEW ISSUE 


Forster Says Military Depot 
Must Go- — Repeats Hit- 
ler Will ‘Liberate the 
Free City.’ 


FREE CITY OF DANZIG, July 
10 (AP).—Authorities of the Nazi- 
controlled Free City drafted a pro- 
test to Poland today against an al- 
leged “violation of the frontier” by 
three Polish soldiers. 

Police charged that shortly be- 
fore dawn two Polish privates and a 
non-commissioned officer crossed 
the frontier bridge over the Vis- 
tula River at Liessau and menaced 


Danzig customs officials with a 
rifle. 

The customs officials, they said, 
held their ground and the Poles 
were persuaded to return to Po- 
land. 

Vorposten, Danzig Nazi newspa- 

r, described the incident as “Po- 

provocation.” 

It came in the wake of a de- 
fiant Nazi demand for removal of 
a Polish military depot on the 
strategic Westerplatte, at the 
mouth of the Vistula. 

Speech by Nazi Leader. 

“Away with this Polish ammuni- 
tion dump at our front door,” was 
in effect the demand made by Dan- 
zig’s Nazi party leader, Albert 
Forster. 

The Westerplatte is a flat stretch 
of land several hundred yards long, 
just across the ship canal from the 
Free City community of Neufahr- 
wasser, where Forster yesterday 
made one of two speeches in which 
he thundered defiance at Poland. 

Tens of thousands of Danzig resi- 
dents in brown, black and gray 
uniforms cheered Forster’s reasser- 
tion of confidence that Adolf Hitler 
would “liberate the Free City.” Po- 
land and its ally, Great Britain, 
were booéd lustily. 

The Westerplatte is in the heart 
of Free City territory, but Poland 
occupies it by virtue of a conces- 
sion from the League of Nations, 
Danzig’s nominal protector. 

Behind the Red Wall. 

The Westerplatte’s most conspic- 
uous feature from the harbor is a 
long red wall on which Polish sol- 
diers stand guard—evidence of Pol- 
ish control of the mouth of the Vis- 
tula. 

“We are not supposed to know 
what is going on there,” Forster 
shouted. “But I can assure you that 
everything taking place is being 
watched with closest attention by 
your leaders and I can tell you that 
the status of the Westerplatte must 
be changed.” 

The Nazi leader did not enlarge 
on “what is going on” behind the 
red wall, but every man and child 
in Danzig tells visitors that Poland 
has stored vast quantities of am- 
munition there. 

“This powder dump is so close 
that if it exploded every window in 


SS (Nazi Elite Guard) leader said. 
Many Free City citizens expressed 
fear that blowing up the depot 
would be the last act of the Poles if 
a military force obliged them to 
abandon the Westerplatte. 


90 DAYS ON CHARGE OF NOT

He described Danzig’s importance 
to Poland, declaring that another 
power established there “could, if 
it so desired, block Poland’s access 
to the sea and so exert an economic 
and military stranglehold upon her.”

Chamberlain asserted there was 
no questions of “any oppression of 
the German population in Danzig” 
and that the present position was 
not basically unjust or illogical.

LONDON, July 10 (AP).—Follow- 
ing is the text of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's statement on Poland 
in the House of Commons today: 


I have previously stated His Maj}- 
esty’'s Government are maintaining 
close contact with the Polish and 
French governments on the ques- 
tion of Danzig.

The WPA pay and hour changes 
which set relief workers to striking 
by the thousands, members of Con- 
gress disclosed today, were drafted 
at the White House. 

Representatives on the House 
committee which made a long in- 
quiry into WPA say the idea was 
presented to them by Col. F. C. 
Harrington in testimony on the 
WPA appropriation bill, and that 
the language of the amendment 
was written at the executive man- 
sion. 

“It is my recommendation that 
persons employed on. projects of 
the WPA be required to work 130 
hours per month and that the earn- 
ings of such persons be on a month- 
ly basis,” Harrington, the WPA 
chief, told the committee. 

His recommendation was the out- 
growth of a long WPA study on 
the advisability of abandoning the 
prevailing hourly rate of pay. WPA 
had trouble trying to adjust wages 
and hours under the old system, 

Project as Example. 

A building construction project 
in Pittsburgh supplies an easy ex- 
ample: 

Under the prevailing wage sys- 
tem, to earn the amount pssmed 
them, brickmyers woyKed 48% 
hours a month, hod carriers 63% 
hours and unskilled laborers 120 
hours. Plumbers worked 50 hours, 
but their helpers had to put in 71% 
hours. Compressor operators did 
56% hours, but those working with 
jackhammers worked 119. 

All of this required a great 
amount: of bookkeeping. It took 
almost three relays of bricklayers 
a month to put in the same number 
of hours that the unskilled laborers 


worked, 

Congressmen who wrote the 130- 
hour provision into the relief bill 
were in hearty accord with the 
originators. Two particular points 
were stressed in the arguments for 
it. 

WPA officials felt that the 
monthly wage, and 130 hours of 
work to earn it, would help to 
weed off the payrolls any who 
might not be in actual need of 
relief. They argued that those who 
had any other way of living: would 
not, in general, work that many 
hours for a bare subsistence wage. 

No Time for Outside Work. 

Furthermore, both Harrington 
and a group of congressional ad- 
vocates felt that if the relief work- 
ers put in that much time for a 
WPA wage, they would not have 
outside free time left to work at 
private employment. They either 
would have to quit their WPA job 
and take the outside one, or they 
would have to cling to the WPA one 
and turn the private one over to 
some unemployed person who need- 
ed it. 

Actually, the step is one in the 
direction President Roosevelt out- 
lined at the time WPA was being 
set up in 1935. In January of that 
year, he had asked for $4,300,000,- 
000 and said “the Federal Govern- 
ment must and shall qcit this busi- 
ness of relief.” 

By the end of April he had the 
money. He specified seven rules 
for spending it. One of them was: 

“Wages paid (by the WPA he 
was creating) are to be larger than 
the dole but not so large as paid 
by private industry, so that incen- 
tive to take private employment 


will not be lost.”

The Times of London, meanwhile, 
called attention to another phase 
of Britain’s foreign policy, noting 
editorially that negotiations with 
Soviet Russia over mutual assist- 
ance had been resumed “without 
result as yet.”

Government contacts, pointed to 
Russia’s proposals for guarantees 
to three Baltic states as the stum- 
bling block. The states them- 
selves—Finland, Latvia and Esto- 
nia—have indicated their opposi- 
tion to “unsolicited” pledges and 
Britain has been reluctant to act 
against their wishes. 
“Yet, even if it proves impos- 
sible to formulate every conceiv- 
able contingency satisfactorily,” 
the Times argued, “there should 
still be room enough for a tri- 
partite treaty of mutual assistance 
among the U. 8. S. R., Great Brit- 
ain and France about which the 
three countries are understood to 
have been in fundamental agree- 
ment throughout the negotiations 
and for a joint declaration on the 
principle of extending as soon as 
possible their help to any states 
contiguous to themselves or to Ger- 
many if and when that help should 
be asked for.”

WIFE OF EX-JUDGE LAUER

Husband Meets Her as She Leaves 
Detention House After Three 
Months. 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP).—Five 
minutes after her three months 
prison sentence for smuggling end- 
ed at midnight, Mrs. Elma N. Lauer, 
wife of a former State Supreme 
Court Justice, walked out of the 
Women’s House of Detention. 

Her husband, Edgar J. Lauer, 
who resigned from the bench short- 
ly after Mrs. Lauer pleaded guilty 
to a smuggling charge, was waiting 
for her and guided her to a wait- 
ing limousine. Mrs. Lauer shielded 
her face with a heavy veil. 

The wealthy Mrs. Lauer, 58 years 
old, was sentenced to three months 
and fined $2500 after pleading guil- 
ty of conniving with Albert N. 
Chaperau, pseudo-diplomat, to 
sneak thousands of dollars worth 
of Parisian finery past customs in- 
spectors. 

A German maid, Rosa Weber, 
peeved at denunciations of Adolf 
Hitler at the Lauer dinner table, 
disclosed the smuggling.

ZUNI INDIANS 
DANCE AND PRAY 
FOR DROUTH RELIEF 


Perform Rain Ritual in Plea to 
Tribal Gods — Reservoir 


Dry a Month. 


ZUNI, N. M., July 10 (AP). — 
The Zuni Indians danced the rain 
dance today, with prayers to tribal 
gods for water for parched fields 
and crops in the worst drouth in 
10 years. 

Almost in the shadow of the 
Catholic mission destroyed by their 
forebears in the Pueblo rebellion 
of 1680, masked dancers called on 
the gods and the spirits of the 
dead for relief. 

The Black Rock reservoir, source 
of Zuni irrigating water, has been 
dry a month. From the trickle 
that was the Zuni River and from 
a Government well, the Indians 
have been taking a little water. 

Ninety of the Pueblo’s picked 
men returned from Sacred Lake, 
60 miles south. The lake was dry, 
but by digging in the lake bed 
they procured the holy water which 
was their quest. Many prayer 
plumes of eagle feathers were left 
buried at Sacred Lake, and a 
youthful fire guard, with a cere- 
monial torch, lighted the fire, in 
the smoke of which the priests sup- 
posedly can see whether the gods 
smile or frown.

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Public Bidding for Securities. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ORGAN, STANLEY & CoO. (Kuhn, 
M Loeb & Co. concurring) write Termi- 
nal Railroad Association of St. Louis that 
they consider it advantageous to railways 
to float bond issues through private ne- 
gotiations with banking houses, rather 
than by open competitive bidding. 

This recalle an incident in the admin- 
istration of Grover Cleveland, when pri- 
vate negotiations were under way with J 
P. Morgan & Co. for an issue of United 
States bonds. Joseph Pulitzer, publisher 
of the New York World, insisted on a 
public offering, in which event he would 
himself subscribe for $1,000,000 worth. 
This compelled the Government to allow 
public participation, and it was demon- 
strated that the Treasury was strong 
enough to stand on its own feet, without 
the aid of the House of Morgan 

The present instance seems to be an- 
other where the bankers are suffering 
from exaggerated ideas about the impor- 
tance of their functions. They say that 
on open bidding the Terminal bonds will 
bring too high a price, with resultant loss 
to investors. It is difficult to see how the 
credit of the railway would be injuriously 
affected by the fact that it had reduced 
its fixed charges by borrowing at the 
market rate, 

According the testimony of boom- 
time heads of New York’s largest banks, 
they considered bonds to be mere mer- 
chandise, in which they dealt, the price 
being fixed by supply and demand. They 
said they felt no compunction in feeding 
out to the public what it demanded, re-

To the Editor of the Pest Dheented 
ENERALLY, 70 vears is considered 
retirement age for professional and 

business men. 

This rule seems to have applied also to 
the office of President of the United 
States. The oldest man ever inaugurat- 
ed was William H. Harrison, at the age 
of 68, and he died the same year. John 
Adams was 62 when inaugurated, but 
served only four years. 

Andrew Jackson was inaugurated at 62, 
served eight years and was 70 when he 
retired. Zachary Taylor was 65 when in- 
augurated, but he died the next year. 
James Buchanan was 66 when inaugurat- 
ed, served one term and retired at 70. 

Since the Civil War, the oldest man in- 
augurated was Andrew Johnson, 57, an 
the next oldest were Woodrow Wilson and 
Warren G. Harding, at 56.

out the full term, would have been 72, but 
no other man has had the chance to be 
President after he was 70, and only five 
Presidents have been in office after 
reaching 65.

Bishop James Wise of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Kansas, who died 
Saturday in Wichita, was formerly 
rector of the Church of the Holy 
Communion, Washington boulevard 
and Leffingwell avenue. He.served 
there from 1909 to 1916, when he 
was elected bishop coadjutor of the 
Kansas diocese His sonsecration 
as bishop took place In Holy Com- 
munion Within a year 
after going Kansas, he became

Bishop Wise was 64 years old, 
and a native of Scotland. He came 
to the United States with his par- 
ents at the age of 13, and lived in 
Omaha, where he worked as mes- 
senger in a railroad office. He en- 
tered the University of Nebraska, 
and later took a theological course, 
leading to his ordination in 1901. 
Before coming to St. Louis, he 
served a church in the packing 
house district of Omaha.

In poor health for several years 
past, Bishop Wise for the last two 
years had been assisted by a co- 
adjutor, Bishop Goodrich R. Fen- 
ner, who will succeed him. His 
home was in Topeka, and he suf- 
fered a heart stroke in Wichita 
while on a diocesan visit there.
